BERLIN, Feb. 9—(AP)—A masquerade ball became a 
deadly holocaust Saturday night when an estimated 100 to 
150 masked merrymakers were burned or trampled to death 
in a flash fire that swiftly engulfed the Karlslust dance hall 


in the British Zone of Berlin. 


A mass of bodies was piled be- 
fore the entrance, much as in the 
Cocoanut Grove fire in Boston 
four winters ago where 492 per- 
ished. 

Survivors told of women being 
trampled to death and of oth- 
ers being stripped naked as they 
fought vainly to reach the main 
exit. The exact toll was not 
known when darkness _ forced 
abandonment of the search 
through the ruins until Monday.

Anti-American 
Rally in China 
Creates Riot 


SHANGHAT, Feb, 9—(/)— 
China’s deepening economic crisis 


resulted in an anti-American rally 


which broke up in a riot Sunday 
and brought a prediction from a 
high quarter of an imminent gov- 
ernment reorganization, 


In Nanking “Generalissimo Chi- 
ang Kai-shek ordered a new five- 
year economic plan started imme- 
diately, but its nature was not dis- 
closed. 


The Shanghai mass meeting was 
called by employees of various Chi- 
nese department stores to instigate 
a boycott agains‘ American im- 
ports as a means to “save Chinese 
industry from bankruptcy.” 


Kuo Mo-Jo, a prominent leftist 
writer who last year was received 
with great honor on a visit to 
Moscow, was billed as the princi- 
pal speaker. 


The meeting had barely gotten 
under way, however, when a sig- 
nal from an _ unidentified man 
started a riot. Kuo and the other 
speakers escaped it. the melee, but 
at least 10 persons were injured. 


Mayor K. C. Wu subsequently 
told correspondents he had no ob- 
jections to encouragement of do- 
mestic industry but could not 
agree with a boycott of American 
goods. 


The American boycott idea grew 
out of a Chinese government plan 
to tax impor.; 50 percent and use 
the money to subsidize exports 100 
percent. This subsidy would have 
given Chinese exporters 6,700 Chi- 
nese dollars for each American 
dollar’s worth of goods, upproxi- 
mately the black market rate of 
that time, compared with the of- 
ficial government rate of 3,350 
to 1. 

The black money market re- 
acted immediately, and Saturday 
was offering more than 11,000 Chi- 
nese dollars to $1 U. S. The U. S. 


{consulate also sent shippers an 


informative notice that American 
tariff law required that subsidized 
goods pay additional levies equal 
to the subsidy. 


Chinese Near Dairen 
With Reds’ Approval 


PEIPING, Feb. 9—(#)—The in- 
dependent Chinese Paper, Shih 
Chien Jih Pao, reported Sunday 
that, by agreement with the Rus- 
sians, Chinese Government troops 
had advanced to positions within 
four miles of Russian-occupied 
Dairen. 

The unconfirmed report said the 
Chinese and Russians met and 
agreed at Chinchou, midway be- 
tween Dairén and Pulantien. The 
Chinese have been camped for 
months at Pulantien, 45 miles 
northeast of Dairen, awaiting dip- 
lomatic clarification of the status 
of Dairen. 

The paper did not say exactly 
what the reportéd agreement cov- 
ered. 

Under the 1945 Soviet-Chinese 
treaty, Dairen, on the Kwantung 
Peninsula,* of Manchuria, was to 
be a free port under Chinese ad- 
ministration, but the Russians 
have garrisoned the place since 
the Japanese surrender.

APN. Carolina, he wrote a letter to the then Governor 

of Néw York, a man named Franklin D. Roosevelt, who was being 

boomed as the Presidential candidate of the Democratic Party in 
the elections of 1932. 

“The American people are on the move,” Gardner wrote. “If I 
were you I would become more liberal, because I tell you the 
masses are marching and if we are to save this nation, it has got 
to be saved by the liberal interpretations of the sentiments now 
ruling in the hearts of mén. 


“I am satisfied we are in the day of a New Deal and that many 
of our preconceived ideas and formulas are going to be thrown jnto 
the discard. We are more than blind if we think the American 
people can.be hitched to the status quo. The camp fires of the past 
are now abandoned and the frontiers of thinking have extended 
beyond the limit heretofore held sacred by the conservative minds 
of this country.” 

Max Gardner was then striving to bring North Carolina through 
a depression. He did so. He was even then a successful attorney, 
a businessman, farmer and had security. He died a millionaire. 
Yet he was close always to the people, from whom ‘he had sprung, 
and the years of 1930 and 1931 had taught him much. He never 
deserted his creed. 

He never was a part of the ultra-liberals in the New Deal, yet 
he knew them and did many services for them. They leaned on 
him and his unquestioned honesty. He refused to accept a retainer 
of $100,000 a year from a large company, telling its head, “I just 
don’t believe in what you believe. I will tell you what I think free 
of charge because you are my friend, but I cannot represent you or 
appear in any legal moves in your behalf.” And he never did. 
Liberal Max Gardner was a liberal—not a radical. He was 

conservative—not reactionary. In fact, his conservatism 
did not appear to be conservative to many of those about him. 
They regarded him as much too liberal. 

Yet in a very real sénge he served, very soundly, the liberal 
purpose and cause. The people today are on the march, éspecially 
in the countries of Europe. And their sentiments have got to be 
interpreted by liberal thinking in America which realizes that now, 
indeed, are the camp fires of the past abandoned and the hitching 
post of the status quo more frail an anchor than ever... and that 
we must supply moral and physical leadership. 

A simple faith in simple Americanism, not in special privilege, 
will save the nation and will reach out, too, to the peoples of 
Europe, who, freezing and hungry, are trying to find a political 
faith. 

To do the job the liberals of the nation must not permit radical- 
ism to be the only articulate voice and must not allow radicals to 
present the only social programs. That has been too true in the 
past. 

They must be liberals—not radicals. 

They must be cgnservative, without being reactionary, because no 
people will accept, unless desperate, radical change without con- 
servative preparation. 

The Communist threat to American institutions is negligible, if 
we recognize it. The Communists have been aided by the foolish 
blabbermouths who apply the Communist smear to every person 
who is not plainly reactionary and definitely hitched to the status 
quo. The result of such foolishness is that the "average American 
who wants no part of Communism, is confused and the real Com- 
munist, or fellow traveler, has his job made more easy. 


Rocking Chair Was a rocking chair given him by the Negroes 
of his home town, Shelby. He liked sitting on his front porch in it, 
rocking and waving to passers-by. 

I looked over some of the many thousands of telegrams that 
came, literally bales of them, well sprinkled with cables from 
foreign lands.

Max Gardner had been one of the leaders who years ago re- 
moved the poll tax and passed legislation making it possible for 
qualified Negroes to vote in North Carolina’s Democratic primary. 
That occurred almost thirty years ago and the Democratic Party 
in North Carolina is healthier than ever in its long and dominant 
career. 

For advocating that same action in Georgia a man is pretty 
sure, for instance, to be called a Communist or defamed with pro- 
fanity and indecent slurs. 

One could pick up a lot of faith at Max Gardner’s funeral services 
at Shelby, N. C., Saturday—faith to believe in what’s right and to 
fight for it honestly, knowing that the right eventually must win 
and that those who fight under its banner have a satisfaction and a 
contentment which cannot be bought, or found anywhere else.

On Lilienthal’s 
Classic Definition 


W ASHINGTON—Seldom has a man risen to 
the heights of eloquence attained by David E. 
Lilienthal, former TVA head, in giving to a Sen- 
ate committee his definition of democracy. 

His words are already being widely acclaimed as a classic. In 
time they will probably be recognized as material for textbooks 
on the subject. Certainly they offer an apt text for our times, being 
a simple statement on the meaning of our democracy that would 
protit all Americans to read. 

To appreciate the dramatic quality of Mr. Lilienthal’s utterances 
it is necessary to understand the setting in which it was delivered. 
For more than a week the Congressional Committee\on Atomic 
Energy had been considering the former TVA head's nomination 
for the new post of chairman of the Atomic Energy Commission 
Sen. McKellar, of Tennessee, long a bitter antagenist of Mr. 
Lilienthal, had been using the hearings as a forum for attacks on 
the former TVA man. For the most part the attacks had been 
taken by the witness modestly.

Smears Throughout it all were inunendoes and smears designed 

to portray Lilienthal as a Communist. Then McKellar 
veered off by demanding to know TVA’g production cost of a 
ton of ammonium nitrate. 

Lilienthal replied that the figures were available, that he could 
get them for the committee if desired, but that he did not carry 
them in his head. The Tennessee Senator sought to make much 
of this, referring to it several times as showing Lilianthal’s in- 
competence. 

Then McKellar returned to his favorite theme of Communism. 
“The truth he snapped at the witness, “that your sympathies 
are very leftist?” 

“The truth returned Lilienthal, “that an answer 
assertion cannot be made in terms of ‘ves’ or ‘no’.”

emotion. He had taken the punishment of McKellar’s 
sarcasm lying down, as it were, not caring to antagonize any of 
the Senator's friends on the committee.

Senator Mahon, Democrat, of Connecticut, was the first to break 
the silence. He rose to shake Lilienthal’s hand. “That was the 
statement of a very réal American,” he said in a quiet voice. 

McKellar, obviously embarrassed by the crushing eloquence 
he had caused, finally shuffled through his papers and resumed 
his questioning in a more gubdued tone.

racy exalts the individual as to his rights and freedom of action: 
the fundamental tenet of communism is based on a contrary 
philosophy.

No one can question Mr. Lilienthal’s brand of democracy after 
hearing his classical definition. It is inconceivable that the Senate 
could reject his nomination in the light of his performance. 

Yet none of it has been sufficient to make Sen. McKellar yield - 
in his opposition. He has waged a bitter fight on Lilienthal every ° 
time his name has been presented-in past for the TVA dictatorship. 
He is said to have fallen out with him some years back over TVA 
patronage. 

The effect of his fight, however, has been only to increase the - 
stature of Lilienthal. President Truman would not have named 
him to the important post he has Been given without the fullest 
confidence in his-integrity and ability. That confidence is more 
than justified by what took place before the Senate committee tne 
other day.
